amendment to the tariff bill in 
the face of President Taft’s spe 
cial message to congress today 
favoring the .submission of the 
question to the states for a con- 
stitutional amendment and the 
enactment of a law taxing the 
net earnings of corporations. 
They decided that fhe gresi- 
dent’s plan is not fnconsistent 
with their demands for the 
adoption of an amendment tax- 
ing incomes. and that both may 
be adopted in harmony. They 
assume that the president's 
plan, indorsed by leading repub- 
licans on the finance commit- 
tee, is designated to “chloro- 
form’ the income tax amend- 
ment, but. nevertheless, an- 
nounce that they will continue 
the fight for its adoption. 
What theposition of the demo- 
ecrats in the genate will be when 
President Taft’s program is sub- 
mitted for a vote fhas not been 
determined. A caucus on the 
subject will be held tomorrow 
evening. Senator Bailey, au- 
thor of one of the income tax 
amendments, assured progres- 
sive republicans today that the 
democratic senators would ‘re- 
main true to their. indorsement 
of an income tax law made at a 
weeks ago. 
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Washington, June 16.—Recommend- 
ing legislation looking to the placing 
of a 2 per cent tax on the net income 
of corporations, ang also the adoption 
of an amendment to the constitution 
providing for the imposition of an in- 
come tax without apportionment 
among the several states, President 
Taft today sent to congress a message 
embodying his views on the subject. 
This action followed a protracted spe- 
cial meeting of the cabinet. 
¢In his message the president speaks 
of the apparent inability of congress 
to agree to an inheritance tax, and, 
as regards an income tax, he refers to 
the decision of the supreme court in 
the case of Pollock against the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company, in which 
the court held the tax to be unconsti- 
tutional unless apportioned according 
to population. 

“It is,” says the president, “undoubt- 
ediy a power which the government 
ought to have. It might be iIndis- 
pensable to the nation’s life in great 
crises.” The amendment, therefore, he 
déciares, was the only proper course. 
Such an amendment to the constitution, 
he contended, was preferable to the 
one proposed of reviving a law judi- 
cially declared to be unconstitutional. 

Corporation Tax Amendment. 

The amendment which he proposes 
to be made to the tariff bill provides 
for the imposition upon.all corpora- 
tions and joint stock companies for 
profit, except national banks (other- 
wise taxed), savings banks and build- 
ings and loan associations, of an ex- 
cise tax of 2 per cent upon the net in. 
come of such corporations. 

This tax, it is said by him, will bring 
an annua] revenue of $25,000,000. “This 
is a tax on privilege and not on prop- 
erty,” he says, “and is within the fed- 
eral power without apportionment ac- 
cording to population.” 

The president points out that another 
merit to the tax on corporations is 
the federal supervision, which will give 
to the government, the stockholders 
and the public knowledge of the real 
business transactions and the gains 
nad profits of every corporation in the 
country. 

To Prevent Abuse. 

.The adoption of the amendment, he 
Says, Will make a long step “toward 
that supervisory control of corpora- 
tions which may prevent a further 
abuse of power.” 

The message concludes: 

“I recommend then, first, the adop- 
tion of a joint resolution by two-thirds 
of both houses, proposing to the states

The New York Steck Exchange. 

Taking up the New York Stock Ex- 
change, the volume of _ transactions 
thereon is referred to as making it 
probably the most important financial 
institution in the world, its “enormous 
business affecting the financial and 
credit interests of the country in so 
large a measure that its proper regu- 
lation is a matter of transcendant im- 
portance.” Patrons of the exchange 
are divided by the committee Into five 
groups, namely, investors who pay for 
what they buy; manipulators of prices; 
floor traders; outside operators hav- 
ing capital and experience and “inex- 
perienced persons who act on iInter- 
ested advice, ‘tips,’ advertisements in 
newspapers, or circulars sent by mail, 
o- ‘take flyers’ in absolute ignorance 
and with blind confidence in their 
luck. Almost without exception they 
eventually lose.” As to the character 
of the transactions, the committee de- 
clares it is unquestionable that only 
a small part of them is of investment 
character; a “substantial part may be/| 
charecterized ag virtually gambling.

In this connection it 
is suggested that if brokers and the 
banks would make it a rule to value 
securities for the purpose of margin 
or collateral, not at the current price 
of the moment, but at the average 
price of, say, the previous two. or 
three months (provided that. such av- 
erage price were not higher than the 
price of the moment), the.dangers of 
Prramiding would oe largely pre- 
vented.

“Her voice was shaky and _. inco- 


herent, her hair disheveled and she 
was very profane. She was decidedly 
drunk,” said the witness. 

Ww At another time she came into the 
» s while I was working there and 
sworu,t the grooms, and was  s0 
drunk“ t every one could tell she 
was drimk,” he continued. 

“She tried to go upstairs to the 
harness room, but could not navigate 
the steps,” he added emphatically. 

Trotter said he was ordered to go to 
Blue Gap farm, the Gould place in Vir- 
ginia. On several occasions during the 
first ten days he was there, he testi- 
fied, he saw her intoxicated and heard 
her swear a great deal at the work- 
men. , 

“One night she came in from driving, 
drunk,” said the witness, “and began 
to abuse me and a man named Tony. 
She said to me she wanted the big 
7-foot hall clock moved, and I told 
her I would have to get help, and she 
said: ‘Why, I can move it myself.’ 

She Was Staggering Drunk. 

“She was staggering drunk. She 
grabbed the heavy clock, and both she 
and the clock fell against the wall to- 
gether.” 

Trotter testified that Mrs. Gould was 
only “occasionally intoxicated” during 
her stay of ten days at the Blue Gap 
farm, when he was there. 

“How many times do you think she 
was intoxicated during that ten days?” 
asked Mr. Shearn. 

“Every other day,” was the reply. 

Referring to a time when Trotter 
said Mrs. Gould fell off a chair and 
lay on the floor helpless, Mr. Shearn 
asked: . . 

“Didn't you put so&ething in Mrs. 
Gould's coffee that night at Blue Gap 
farm?” 

“I certainly did not,” replied the 
witness. ' 

“Didn't you get Betty Foster, the 
negro girl in the kitchen, to put some- 
thing in Mrs. ‘Gould's coffee?”

Georgia Line Bought By 
the Illinois Central.

Sale Is Announced by President | 
J. F. Harriman—The Central 
Was Controlled by Harriman 
and the Illinois Central Is a 


Harriman Line. 


New York, June 16.—The sale of 
the Central of Georgia railway: to the 
Illinois Central railroad, carrying out! 
plans forecasted more than a year ago 
was announced today. The transactions’! 
originated in negotiations culminating | 
in November, when the entire capital 
stock of the Georgia passed into the 
hands of Wm. Nelson Cromwell and 
Jno, W. Castles. The purchaser, it was 
announced a few months later, was BE. 
H, Harriman whose intention, it was 
then stated, was to transfer it to the 
Illinois Central. The price paid by the 
lilinois Central was not given out. 

Announcement of the transfer was 
made in this city by. John F. ‘Hanson, 
of Atlanta, President of the Central 
of Georgia. The price paid by Mr. 
Harriman for the stock, td the par 
value of $5,000,000, it was stated, was 
$3,000,000, cr at the rate of $60 per 
share. 

The entire capital. stock of the 
Central of Georgia railway was origin- 
ally held by the reorganization com- 
pany of Richmond and West Point 
Terminal railroad and Warehouse 
company. In June 1907, the stock was 
sold to Oakleigh Thorne, of New York, 
and Marsden J. Perry, of Providence, 
R. I, who agreed to retain voting 
control for at least two years. It was 
from these gentlemen that Messrs. 
Cromwell and Castles secured the stock 
and they sold it to Mr. Harriman. 

The transfer of the Central of Geo- 
rgia carries with it the control of two 
steamship lines, one from Savannah to 
New York, and the other from eveiibs! 
nah to Boston, operated by the Ocean 
Steamship company. The Central of 
Georgia operates & little over 1,900 
miles of road. Its system touches that 
of the lllinois Central at Birmingham, 
Ala. 

President Harahan left for Geor- 
gia today to arrange for physical 
transfer of the Georgia Central to 
Illinois Central. 


Major J. F. Hanson, president c* the 
Central of Georgia railway, is in New 
York, as stated, and at his offices in’ 
the Candler building, no additional in- 
formation could be secured. 

It is recalled the Southern, recently, 
sold its stock in this road to Oakleigh 
Thorne, who sold it subsequently ta 
Mr. Harriman, who also owns and con- 
trols the Illinois Central railroad, with 
which the Central connects {fn Bir- 
mingham, and which gives Mr. Harri- 
man an ocean-to-ocean system.

Nine sections had been 
adopted at the meeting lasts Monday 
and when an adjournment 
was taken yesterday the thirty-fourth 
section had been adopted. 

The committee adjourned 
Friday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

Of the twenty-six sections adopted 
yesterday, only a few were amended. 

Section 30, which provided for the 
appointment of a sanitary chief whose 
duties should be prescribed by the 
board of aldermen, was entirely 
stricken and a substitute, 
Walter G. Cooper, adopted. 

Section i6 was almost entirely 
stricken, and an amefidment offered 
by Judge John S. Candler adopted. 
This section went into the details of 
the duties of the chief of police. 

Section 4, which was adopted last 
Monday was reconsidered and amend- 
ed by making all mayors, councilmen 
and aldermen eligible for reelection 
indefinitely. This amendment was of- 
fereq by E. C. Peters. . 

Figst Hiection Next Year. 

In section 4, where the time for 
holding the first election was left 
blank, the figures 1910 were inserted. 

At the opening of the session, Judge 
E. C. Kontz gave notice that he would 
object to any member's name being re- 
corded as present when such person 
was not in the room. In calling the 
roll, the following members, who were 
in another meeting in the city hall, 
were recorded as present—-they came 
in later: John S. Candler, John W. 
Grant. W. A. Hancock, E. E. Pomeroy, 
C. M. Roberts. Those who were present 
were C. W. Bernhardt, W. L. Peel, Al- 
dine Chambers, Craig Cofield, W. G. 
Cooper, James W. English, F. O. Fos- 
ter, A. V. Gude, George Hillyer, Joseph 
Hirsch, Press Huddleston, Hugh T. 
Inman, W. H. Kiser, E. C. Kontz, BE. W. 
Martin, F. J. Paxton, H. C. Peenles, E. 
C. Peters, F. A. Quillian, F. P. Rice, 
A. .W. Smith, W. M. Smith, W. &. 
Thomson, W. T. Winn. 

Captain English and Mr. Chambers 
had a sharp colloquy. Captain English 
said something about beine tired of

committee bé@ing retarded. Mr. Cham- 
bers replied by saying that he was 
there to do what he believed to be his 
duty, and would do it. 

Sectiong That Were Adopted. 

The sections taken up, beginning at 
section !0, and those adopted, as 
amended, are as follows: 

Sec. 10. Any officer or employee of 
said city who shall, by solicitation or 
otherwise, influence, or attempt 
threugh others to influencé, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, any other officer 
or employee of said city, to adopt or 
support his municipal political views, 
or to favor any pgrticular person or 
candidate for AB, ono office, or to 
the appointment of any per- 
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pulled the cover from off her. 

After-+they had searched the house, 
they replied: “Since you are so inquisi- 
tive, we will tell you that we are look- 
ing for an escaped convict.’ They ask- 
ed me th> outrageous question as to 
whether 41 was married to my wife. 
They acted.very insultingly, and talk- 
ed abusingly.

After this conversation, the officers 
went’ to another room, in which a 
young lady was sleeping. and tried to 
open.the door, it being locked. My 
mother-in-law told her to unlock the 
door and then get back into bed. This 
she did, ang then they opened the door 
and looked In. 

When Officer Cooper recognized me, 
he stated to the sergeant that he had 
known me all my life, and that I was 
not the man they were looking for. 
The officers then left. 

I am advised that it is the custom of 
the officers of the police department to 
deliberately enter people’s homes at a}]l 
times of day and night, without war- 
rants, even going so far as to force 
doors when they are not allowed en- 
trance, voluntarily or involuntarily. 
as.a citizen of Atlanta, protest that 
such conduct and proceedure should 
not be allowed. And I will further 
state that the officers are acting con- 
trary to the provisions of Georgia law 
when they make such entrances with- 
out warrants. ‘ 

The homes of the city should be pro- 
tected from even one of our officers 
when they act as they did in my case. 
A man’s home is his cas¢le, and no one 
has a right to enter his domain with- 
out authority. Georgta’s code says he 
shal] have authority to enter a home 
before doing so, even though he is 
after an escaped convict. 

I resent most vehemently the tnsuit- 
ing remarks made by Officer Cooper, in 
which he not only reflecte}, upon my 
character, but the sweet purity of my 
wife. I demand that the police com- 
missioners, your honoraole body, in- 
vestigate the aforesaid conduct, and 
that they be dealt with.

Sec. 11. All laws, state and munici- 
pal, governing the times of elections 
and of making return@# therof, which 
are now of force, are preserved by this 
act. 

The executive and adminis- 
trative power of said city shall be and 
is hereby vested in a council composed 
of the mayor and six councilmen, each 
of whom shall have the right to vote

Sec. 18. As a part of the police de- 
partment there shall be a bureau of 
detectives, conducted under such rules 
and regulations for its control and

See. 19. The existing board of police 
commissioners is hereby abolished, but 
all rules and regulations in force for 
the control of the police department at 
the time this charter takes effect not 
inconsistent herewith shall remain of 
force until changed dr repealed as 
herein provided. | 

See. 20. The fire department of the 
city of Atlanta and the buildings, ma- 
chinery and equipments of said de- 
partment shall be under the control, 
supervision and management of a chief 
of the fire department, to be appointed 
b¥ and hold his office at the pleasure 
of the mayor and council. The depart- 
ment shal] be divided into compantes 
for each engine house or fire station 
to be manned by such foremen, assist- 
ants and other men as the chief of the 
fire department, with the approval of 
the board of directors, may prescribe. 
Sec. . During the existence and 
progress of a fire in the city of Atlanta, 
the superintendent of waterworks 
shall, for the time being, be subject td 
the immediate command of the chief 
of the fire department, under such re- 
strictions and regulations as the mayor 
and council shall prescribe. . 
Sec. 22. It shall be the duty of the 
department of waterworks to see that 
a full supply of fresh, pure water is 
furnished to the citizens of Atlanta; 
to adopt such rules and regulations as 
may be necessary to the maintenance 
of said system; to lay out, construct, 
repair or alter existing water mains 
as may be necessary; to provide proper 
pumps, pumping stations, filtering sta- 
tions, reservoirs, etc... as may be re- 
quired: to fix the water rates, subject 
to the approval] of the mayor and coun- 
cil, for different consumers, properly 
classifying the same with reference to 
the amount of water consumed, so that 
each class shall be treated alike; and 
keep such books or memoranda fur- 
nished by the department of account- 
ing as will show to whom water is 
furnished, the amount furnished and 
the amounts due by such consumers 


on all questions coming before the 
council. The mayor and three coun- 
cilmen shall constitute a quorum, and 
the affirmative vote of the mayor and 
three councilmen, ‘or the affirmative 
vote of four councilmen, shall be nec- 
essary to adopt any measure, motion 
or resolution or ordinance. Upon each 
vote the yeas and nays shall be call- 
ed, recorded and kept of file, and every 
motion, resolution or measure shall 
be reduced to writing and read-before 
the vote is taken thereon. Every res- 
olution or measure adopted by the 
council shall be signed by the mem- 
bers of council voting therefor. There 
shail be no veto power. Each mem- 
ber of council shall give a bond in 
the sum of $5,000 to faithfully dis- 
charge the duties of his office. 

Sec. 13. The mayor and council shall 
have, possess and exercise all execu- 
tive and administrative powers, with 
all rights, powers, privileges and du- 
ties now possessed and exercised by 
the existing mayor, city counctl and 
various boards of said city, except leg- 
islative powers herein vested in the 
board of aldermen. The six depart- 
ments to be public safety, public 
works, heelth, parks and public prop- 
erty and finance. 


PDuties of the Mayor. 


Sec 14. Th® mayor shall exercise 
general supervision. He shall keep 
advised with reference to each of the 
departments of the city, and the man- 
ner in which it is being operated. He 
shall see thateach department is being 
honestly. economically and efficiently 
conducted upon business principles, 
and without regard to politics. He 
will require the business of the city 
to be promptly dispatched, without fa- 
voritism to any person or interest, and 
without reférence to politics or polit- 
ical influence. The mayor shall, 
at-the first meeting of the mayor 
-and council each year, appoint one 
councilman for each. of the six de- 
partments to supervise the same 
during the current yefr,-and he can 
make changes in such designations as 
often as he may deem advisable. He 
shail have power to pardon persons 
convicted of offenses against the city 
ordinances, provided the sentence is 
in the stockade, or the fine over $50, 
otherwise he must have the recom- 
mendation of the recorder. 

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of the 
department of public safety to see, 
through the chief of police and the 
police force, that the laws of the 
city are promptiy and efficiently en- 
forced, and through the chief of the 
fire department and the firemen under 
him, tbat the property in said city is 
protected against fire. The mayor and 
counc]] shall employ such number of 
men, assigning to them such ranks 
and positions as will imsure the 
prompt and efficient administration of 
such department. Said department, 
with all other departments, shali be 
conducted in such way as to eliminate 

olitics and political influence, and 

n said departments individual merit 
and efficient discharge of duty shall 
be alone recognized in the promotion 
and advancement of the members 
and promulgateddbtmmt mbfnh, a bv 
thereof. Said department shall pro- 
mulgate and adopt such rates and reg- 
ulations as may from time to time be 
necessary to promptly, effectively and 
economically discharge the duties of 
said department. 

Sec. 16. It shall -be the duty of the 
chief of police at. all times, day or 
night, to preserve the public peace; 
prevent the commission of crime and 
arrest offenders: to protect the rights 
of persons and property, and enforce 
all the criminal laws of this state and 
the ordinances of the city. He will be 
held responsible for the good order of 
the city and .the general good conduct 
of the officers and men of the police 
and detective forces The members of 
the entire police force, rank and file, 
shall be subject to suspension or re- 
moval by the mayor and council with- 
out notice and absolutely In his dis- 
cretion. 

What Chief Shell De. 

Sec. !'7. Aside from the rules and 
regulations for the control of the mem- 
bers of the police department itself, 
the chief of police, by and with the 
approval of the mayor and council, 
shall promulgate such regulations as 
in his discretion are wise and neces- 
sary in promoting public safety and 
zood order and preventing crime, as 
regards pawnbrokers, second-hand 
dealers, auction houses, billiard and 
pool rooms, dance halls, bawdy houses, 
gambling rooms, drinking saloons, 
soda fountains, street venders, public 
meetings and spéaking, street preach- 
ing, sidewalk awnings, signs, hacks,

Sec. 23. The city may acquire title 
to real estate, waters, lakes, springs, 
ponds or streams, or any right of ease- 
ment therein, which may be hecessary 
for the purpose of the waterworks or 
water supply of said city, or to protect 
the sources of water supply from pol- 
lution; and has the power to take such 
measures and make such constructions 
as may be ‘necessary to secure the 
same from impfoper obstruction or 
pollution from any cause. The entire 
waterworks plant of the city of At- 
lanta, as it now exists, including all 
pumping stations, reservoirs, mains, 
service pipes ~and all appurtenances 
thereto shall vest in the city of Atlanta 
under this charter as fully and com- 
pletely as they are vested in the city 
at the time this charter takes effect. 


Autkority of Officers. 


The mayor and counct! or other of- 
ficers of the city of Atlanta shall have 
no authority or power to sell, ex- 
change, farm out, lease out or any 
way alien the property, easements, in- 
come or other equipment, privileges 
Or assets bejonging and appertaining 
to system of waterworks. And _ all 
contracts, negutiations, grants, leases, 
vr other forms of transfer in violation 
of this act, are declared void and of no 
effect, as against said city, and any 
official voting therefor shall be deem- 
ed guilty of violating his duty and 
subject to impeachment and removal 
from office therefor; provided, how- 
ever, the provisions of this section 
shall not apply to the sale, exchange or 
alienation ef such articles of equip- 
ment of said waterworks plant as are 
worn out or useless, or which for the 
betterment of the service can be ad- 
vantageously substituted by new or 
improved machinery or equipment. 

Sec. 24 Amy person who wilfully 
does, or causes to be done, any act 
whereby any work, materials, or prop- 
erty whatsoever, erected or used by 
the city of Atlanta for, or in connec- 
tion with, the waterworks of said city, 
is impatred or injured, or who diverts, 
interrupts, or prevents the flow of wa- 
ter through the conduits, mains, pipes, 
or service of said .works, or whe 
throws, deposits, places, casts, passes, 
or causes to be passed, cast, placed, de- 
posited or thrown into the waters of 
any reservoir, conduit, aqueduct, main 
or pipe belonging to the waterworks 
of said city, any dead animal, delete- 
rious, Offensive, filthy, impure or ob- 
structing matter, thing or liquid, go 
phat the same may be washed or car- 
ried or flow into any reservoir, conduit, 
aqueduct, main or pipe, or who unlaw- 
fully trespasses upon water and lands 
acquired by the city of Atlanta for the 
source of its water supply or the pro- 
tection thereof, is guilty of'a misde- 
meanor, punishable as such under the 
law of Georgia. 

Any person who, without the con- 
sent of the city of Atlanta, its author- 
ized officers or agents, taps, opens 
amd cennects with any conduit, main 
or pipe, or opens any hydrant, valve or 
stop-cock connected with the water- 
works or waterworks system of said 
city, or makes any extension of ex- 
isting service pipes, whereby increased 
quantities of water are or may be used 
without said consent, or leaves open 
any hydrant, valve, faucet, stop-cock 
or other fixtures for continuous flow, 
or and through which there is con4 
tinugus flow beyond what may be nec- 
essary for actual use for the purposes 
required in connection with such hy- 
drant, valve, faucet, stop-cock, or other 
fixture, is guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishable as such under the law of 
Georgia. 

Sec 25. No person or corporation, 
othee than the eity, may enter upon 
or excavate any public street, high- 
way or place in the city of Atlanta 
for the purpose of laying conduits, 
mains or pipes for the conveyance of 
water. 


Department of Pubic Works. 


Sec. 26. There shall be a department 
of public works, in charge of streets, 
lights and sewers, the general duty 
of which shall be to take charge of, 
grade, construct, maintain and rerhir 
all bridges, streets, sidewalks, curb- 
ing and sewers that may be necessary 
in said city. Said department shall 
also have control of the lighting of 
said city, designating the number and 
character of the lights, and where they 
shall be placed. In determining the 
relative urgency of proposed improve- 
ments and public work, the necessity 
of providing water supply and sewcrage 
to every home and the necessity for 
sewerage purification apd disposal shall 
always have preference over grading,

And in paving work preference 
end opportunity shall be given to lo- 
calities already inhabited or improved, 
over vacant land. 

Sec. 27. There shall be a bureau of 
electricity, which shall be in charge of 
a suitable persorw to be known as the 
city electrician, who shall be appointed 
by, and hold his office at the pleasure 
of, the mayor and council. The bu- 
reau of electricity shall have general 
superivision and control over, and 
power to order the removal of (at the 
owner's cost), all of the wires, poles, 
conduits and appurtenances of tele- 
phone and telegraph companies in the 
city of Atlanta; also of the electrical, 
fire alarm and police signal systems: 
also of all electric light wires, trolley 
wires and other wires for the trans- 
mission and use of elegtric current for 
any purpose. The bureau of elec- 
tricity shall also have supervision over, 
and may regulate, 
Wires and cther appliances for light- 
ing, heating and otherwise equipping, 
for the use of electric current in any 
form, all buildings within the corpor- 
ate limits of the city of Atlanta. The 
bureau of electricity shall provide for 
the proper inspection of all electric 
wires anywhere within the corporate 
limits of the city of Atlanta, and see 
that the same are properly installed, 
insulated and protected so as to safe- 
guard the lives and property of the 
public. All existing rules and regula- 
tions on the subject of eelctric wires 
and appurtenances’ shall remain of 
force until changed by the bureau of 
electricity. 

sec. 28. The health department shall 
have charge of all sanitary affairs 
connected with the city government; 
shall see that the streets and prem- 
ises of the citizens are kept clean; 
care for the removal! of garbage, night 
soil, the flushing of sewers, opera¥ion 
of crematories, management of the 
cemeteries and hospitals and discharge 
such duties as are now generally dis- 
charged by the present sanitary de- 
partment, board of health and board 
of hospital] trustees. The department 
of health shail have full power and au- 
thority to provide for the frequent and 
compulsory vaccination ofall persons 
in said city, and to provide and en- 
force suitable and adequate penalties 
against any and all persons who shall 
refuse to submit to vaccination in ac- 
cordance with such rules and regula- 
tions. 

Sec. 29. The Grady hospital and all 
Other public hospttals hereafter estab- 
lished in the city of Atlanta, shal] con- 
stitute parts of the department of 
health and be subject to the general 
direction and control of the head of 
that department. Until definite ar- 
rangements are made for the manage- 
ment of the Grady hospital by the 
department of health under this char- 
ter, or by action of the mayor and 
council, the present machinery for its 
management shall continue in opera- 
tion. 

Sec. 30. The head of the department 
of health shall be a practicing physi- 
cian of at least five years’ professional 
experience. 

Sec. 31. The department of health 
shall cooperate with the authorities of 
the state board of health in all matters 
of quartantine against and isolation 
of contagious diseases, and the board 
of aldermen is clothed with full power 
and authority to prescribe such regu- 
lations in respect to such quarantine 
as may be necessary or desirable, and 
not inconsistent with the laws of the 
state. 

The Control of Parks. 


Sec. 32. The department of parks and 
public property shall have charge of 
ail parks and all parts of streets set 
apart as parks, public buildings and 
Mbraries, and shall see that a suffi- 
cient force is employed to maintain and 
keep said properties in good condition, 
In addition to the duties heretofore 
allotted the several departments here- 
in specified the mayor and council shall 
have authority to assign to such 
different departments such additional 
duties, and require such additional 
work, as they from time“to time may 
deem necessary to the prompt and ef- 
fective dispatch of the public busi- 
ness. : 

Sec. 33. The salary of the mayor 
shall be $4,000 per annum, and of each 
councilman $2,400 per annum, all paya- 
ble monthly. Thdéd mayor and council 
shall have power to select and employ 
such heads and assistants in each of 
said departments as may be necessary 
to promptly discharge the duties of 
said departments. The mayor and 
council shall fix the salaries of the em- 
ployees of each department, being gov- 
erned alone and at all times by the de- 
sire and purpose to properly, efficient- 
ly and economically administer said 
affairs. No favoritism shail be shown 
said employees, nor shall any be se- 
lected by reason of present or past po- 
litical affiliations, or the hope of fu- 
ture litical “support.

think that it is wrong to agree to sell 
something that one does not now pos- 
sess, but expects to obtain later. Short 
sellers endeavor to select times when 
prices seem high in order to sell, and 
times when prices seem low in order 
to buy, their action in both cases serv- 
ing to lessen advancea\and diminish 
declines of price. In oer words, 
short-selling tends to ptdéduce steadi- 
ness in prices, which is an advantage 
to the community. No other means of 
restraining unwarranted marking up 
and down of prices has been suggested 
to us.” The committee here calls at- 
tention to the New York law of 1812, 
which declared void all short sales, and 
to the law of 1858, repealing the act 
of 1812 and legalizing short sales. 

Manipulation of prices is divided by 
the committee into two classes: first, 
that which is resorted to for the pur- 
pose of making a market for issues 
of new securities, and, second, that 
which is designed to serve merely 
speculative purposes in the endeavor to 
make a profit as the result of fluctua- 
tions which have been planned in ad- 
vance. 

Matched Orders. 

The report then says: 

“The first kind of manipulation has 
certain advantages, and when not ac- 
companied by ‘matched orders’ is un- 
objectionable’ per se. It is essential 
to the organization and carrying 
through of important enterprises, such 
as large corporations, that the organ- 
izers should be able to raise the money 
necessary to complete them. This can 
be done only by the sale of securities. 

“The second kind of manipulation 
mentioned is undoubtedly open to se- 
rious criticism. It has for its object 
ether the creation of high prices for 
particular stocks, in order to draw in 
the public as buyers and to unload 
upon them the holdings of the opera- 
tors, or to depress the prices and in- 
duce the public to sell. There have 
been instances of gross and unjusti- 
flable manipulation of securities, as 
in the case of the American Ice stock. 
While we have been unable to discover 
any complete remedy short of abolish- 
ing the stock exchange itself, we are 
convinced that the exchange can pre- 
vent the worst forms of this evil by 
exercising its influence and authority 
over the members ‘to prevent them. 
When continued manipulation exists it 
patent to experienced observers.” 
Severe condemnation of “matched 
orders” is expressed. ‘We refer,” the 
report says, “to that class of trans- 
actions engineered by some manipu- 
lator, who sends a number of orders 
simultaneously to different brokers, 
some to buy and some to sell. Since 
they are legal and binding, we find 
a difficulty in suggesting a legislative 
remedy. But where the activities of 
fwo or more brokers in certain securi- 
tiles become so extreme as to indicate 
manipulation rather than genuine 
transactions, the officers of the ex- 
change would be remiss unless they 
exercised their influence and authority 
upon such members in a way to cause 
them to desist from such suspicious 
and undesirable activity. 

Subject of Corners. 

“The subject of corners in the stock 
market has engaged our attention. 
The stock exchange might properly 
adopt a rule providing that the govern- 
ors shall have power to decide when 
a corner exists and to fix a settlement 
price, so as to relieve tnnocent per- 
sons from the injury or ruin which 
may result therefrom. The mere ex- 
istence of such a rule would tend to 
prevent corners.” 

The board of governors of the stock 
exchange should improve present con- 
ditions with regard to failures of 
Wwokers, according to the committee. 
It is suggested that the books of mem- 


iS 


we believe that there will be no seri- 


bers of the exchange should be. sub- 
ject to periodic examination under the 
rules to be prestribed by the exchange. 
It is declared further that when a 
broker sells a customer's securities 
for his own benefit, he should be held 
guilty of larceny, and a statute to that 
effect is recommended. It is set forth 
also that rules should be made to pre- 
vent dealing for any clerk or subordi- 
nate employee of a bank or other 
moneyed corporation. More stringent 
requirements for the listing of securi- 
ties on the stock exchange are advo- 
cated, among them that the exchange 
should exact a statement showing how 
much of the stock of the company has 
been issued for cash and also show- 
ing what commission has been paid to 
the promoters. The unlisted depart- 
ment, except for temporary § issues, 
should be abolished, says the commit- 
tee. 
Some Information Desired. 

It is in the unlisted department that 
stocks of certain companies which 
have not supplied all information de- 
sired by the exchange are traded in. 
The passage of a statute is advocated 
providing that in case any purchase 
or sale by a broker was not actual and 
bona fide, the customers shall recover 
three times the amount of the loss he 
sustained thereby. Preservation of the 
sheets of the exchange clearing house 
for six years is recommended. It is 
also recommended that trading on the 
exchange be done on the basis of a rea- 
sonably small unit, say, 100 shares of 
stock, and that a bidder for more than 
100 shares be required to accept of- 
fers in the 100-share units. This, it 
is held, would tend to prevent match- 
ed orders. 

The committee does not favor the in- 
corporation of the stock exchange hold- 
ing that “under existing conditions, 
being a voluntary organization, it has 
almost unlimited power over the con- 
duct of its members, and it can sub- 
ject them to instant discipline for 
wrongdoing, which it could not exer- 
cise in a summary manner if it were 
an incorporated body. This committee, 
in refraining from advising the in- 
corporation of the exchange, does so 
in the expectation that the exchange 
will in the future take full advantage 
of the powers conferred upon it by its 
voluntary organization, and will be 
active in preventing wrongdoing such 
as has occurred in the past. Then 


ous criticism of the fact that it is not 
incorporated. If, however, wrongdoing 
recurs, and it should appear to the 
public at large that the exchange has 
been derelict in exerting its powers 
and authority to prevent it, we be- 
lieve that the public will insist upon 
the incorporation of the exchange and/ 
its subjection to state authority and 
supervision.” 

Investigation shows that on one ac- 
tive day 52 per cent of the total trans- 
actions apparently originated in New 
York city and 48 per cent in other 
localities. 

The Consolidated Stock Exchange. 

The committee describes the Con- 
solidated Exchange as a “secondary 
market of no mean proportions,’ its 
sales averaging about 45,000,000 shares 
per annum. Of this exchange the com- 
mittee says: 

“The fact that its members make a 
specialty of ‘broken lots,’ namely, 
transactions in shares less than the 
100 unit, is used as a ground for the 
claim that it is a serviceable institu- 
tion for investors of relatively small 
means. But it is obvious that its util- 
ity as a provider of capital for enter- 
prises is exceedingly limited, and that 
it affords facilities for the most in- 
jurious form of speculation—that 
which attracts persons of small 
means.”

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Under the heading “Cognate Sub- 
jects” the committee discussed holding 
companies, receiverships, the money 
market and the usury law. It suggests 
that stockholders of a subsidiary com- 
pany should have the right to exam- 
ine the books of the holding company, 
that the courts might place a short- 
time Hmitation on receiverships; that 
the questions concerning the money 
market, which are under investigation 
by the federal authorities could not 
be adjusted either through exchange 
regulation or state legislation, and 
that the New York law which permits 
call loans of $5,000 or more, secured 
by collateral, to be made at rates 
higher than 6 per cent Should be per- 
mitted to stand, as its repeal would 
not be beneficial. 
The Curb Market. 

The unorganized status of the curb 
market, especially -with reference to 
mining shares, is discussed by the com- 
mittee, as follows: 

“Bitter complaints have reached us 
of frauds perpetrated upon confiding 
persons, who have been induced to pur- 
chase mining shares because they are 
quoted on the curb; these are fre- 
quently advertised in newspapers and 
circulars sent through the mails as so 
quoted. 

“Notwithstanding the lack. of proper 
supervision and control over the ad- 
mission of securities to the privilege 
of quotation, some of them are merito- 
rious, and in this particular the curb 
performs a useful function. The ex- 
istence of the cited abuses does not, 
in our judgment, demand the abolition 
of the curb market. Regulation is, 
however, imperative, about 85 per cent 
of the business of the curb comes 
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need: Of vest these 
days—just coat and trousers. 
We have so many different

The attitude 
of the stock exchange is, therefore, 
largely responsible for the existence 
of such abuses as result from the want 
of organization of the curb market. 

“The stock exchange should compel 
the formulation and enforcement of 
such rules as may seen proper for 
the regulation of business on the eurb, 
| the conduct of those dealing thereon, 
and, particularly for the admission of 
securities to quotation.” 

The abuse of advertising is gone into 
at some length, the committee declar- 
ing that much of the discredit in the 
public mind attaching to Yall street 
is due to frauds perpetrated by means 
of alluring advertisements. 

“Papers which honestly try to dls- 
tinguish between swindling advertise- 
ments and others, may not in every in- 
Stance succeed in doing so,” the report 
Says, “but readiness to accept adver- 
tisements which are obviously traps 
for the unwary is evidence of a moral 
delinquency which should draw out the 
severest public condemnation. 

Auwother Serious Evil. 

“Another serious evil is committed 
by men who give standing to promo- 
tions by serving as directors without 
full knowledge of the affairs of the 
companies.” An amendment to the 
penal code is recommended providing 
that any person who advertises falsely 
concerning a corporation shall be 
Suilty of a misdemeanor and that any 
publisher of a newspaper or other 
publication who falls to obtain from 
the person responsible for such an 
advertisement a written and signed 
statement to the effect that such per- 
son accepts responsibility for the same 
shall Se guilty of a misdemeanor. 

With reference to bucket shops it is 
recommended that a feature of the 
Massachusetts law be adopted making 
it necessary for conviction to show 
only that the bucket-shop keeper in- 
tended the trade to be settled by dif- 
ferences and not by transfer of prop- 
erty. It is advised also that a law 
be passed providing that, so far as 
the transmission of continuous quota- 
tions is concerned, telegraph com- 
panies shall not be deemed common 
carriers, or be compelled against their 
volition to transmit such quotations 
to any persons; also a law providing 
that if a telegraph company has rea- 
sonable ground for believing that it ts 
supplying quotations to a bucket-snop, 
it be criminally liable equally with the 
keepér of the bucket shop. 

The Commodity Exchanges. 

In its report on the exchange® that 
deal in agricultural products the com- 
mittee quotes the report of the indus- 
trial commission of congress in 1901, 
showing that selling for future de- 
livery, based upon a forecast of future 
conditions of supply and demand, is an 
indispensable part of teh world’s com- 
mercial machinery, by which ‘ prices 
are, as far as possible, equalized 
throughout the year to the advantage 
of both producer and consumer. The 
committee then says: 

“Buying for fture delivery causes 
advances in prices; selling short tends 
to restrain inordinate advances. In 
each case there must be a buyer and 


and hay are not concerned with specu- 


! 


a seller and the interaction of their 
trading steadies prices. 

“Dealings for outsiders are usually 
upon a 10 per cent margin; obviously 
if this margin were increased general- 
ly, say to 20 per cent, a considerable 
part of the criticism due to losses in 
speculation, particularly as to the cot- 
ton exchange, would be eliminated.” 

The committee disapproves transac- 
tions in mining shares on the produce 
exchange in the following language: 

“From our examination of the trad- 
ing in mining stocks recently intro- 
duced, we conclude that the lack of ex- 
perience of this body in this class of 
business has resulted in a neglect of 
proper safeguards to the investor and 
an, undue incitement to speculative 
transactions of a gambling nature, and 
should not be tolerated on the produce 
exchange.’ 

The Cottons Exchange. 

The New York Cotton Exchange is 
described as the “world’s clearing 
house for the staple.” Selling for fu- 
ture delivery is declared to be’ neces- 
sary to the harmonious and uninter- 
rupted movement of the staple from 
producer to consumer. Of speculation 
the committee reports: 

“There have been in the past In- 
stances of excessive and unreasonabie 
epeculation upon the cotton exchange, 
notably the Sully speculations of 1904, 
We believe that there Is also a great 
deal of speculation of the gambling 
type mentioned in the tntroduction to 
this report. In our opinion, the cot- 
ton exchange should take measures to 
restrain and, so far as possible, pre- 
vent these practices, by disciplining 
members who engage in them. The 
officers of the exchange must in many 
cases be aware of these practices, and 
could, in ovr opinion, do much to dis- 
courage them.” 

The rule of the coffee exchange pro- 
viding that in case of a corner the 
officials may fix a settlement price is 
commended by the committee. 

The Other Exchanges. 
The exchanges dealing with fruft 


lation. The committee, however, dis- 
approves the practices on the mercan- 
tile exchange and the mutual exchange 
on the ground that their quotations 
are not a record of actual! transactions. ’ 
On the mercantile, says the report, 
there are some, “desultory operations 
in so-called future contracts in but- 
ter and eggs,” but the published quo- 
tations are made by a committee. “The 
committee,” the report continues, “‘is 
actually a close corporation of the 
buyers of butter and eggs, and the 
prices really represent their views as 
to the rates at which the trade gener- 
ally should be ready to buy from the 
farmers and country dealers. 

“Similar, but equally deceptive, is 
the method of making quotations on 
the metal exchange. In spite of the 
apparent activity of dealings in this 
organization in published market re- 
ports, there are no actual sales on the 
floor of the metal exchange, and we 
are assured that there have been none 
for several years. Prices are, how- 
ever, th.anipulated up and down by a 
quotation committee of three, chosen 
annually, who represent the great 
metal selling agencies as their in- 
terest may appear, affording facilities 
for fixing prices on large contracts, 
mainly for the profit of a small clique, 
embracing, however, some of the larg- 
ést interests in the metal trade. 

“These practices result in deceiving 
buyers and sellers. The making and 
publishing of quotations for commodi- 
ties or securities by groups of men 
calling themselves an exchange, or by 
|any other similar title whether incor- 
porated or not, should be prohibited 
by law, where such quotations do not 
fairly and truthfully represent any 
bona fida transactions on such ex- 
changes. Under present conditions, we 
are of the opinion that the mercantile 
and metal exchanges do actual harm 
to producers and consumers, and that 
their charters should be repealed.” 

The committee closes with a review 
of the experiences of Germany in re- 
stricting exchanges and points out the 
unfavorable results of the German 
legislation. There is an addendum

AN EMERGENCY THAT MUST BE MET. 


Unless the city of Atlanta promptly and adequately performs its wide 
of the contract implied in the sanitary ordinance which became effective | 
June 1, that law wisely designed. for the, protection of the health and life 
of the city’s residents, will scarcely be worth the paper it is written_on. 

In compliance with the terms of that ordinance practically every house 
and store in Atlanta has provided itself with a covered garbage can, involv- 
ing an expense in the aggregate of thousands of dollars. Pa 

Citizens of Atlanta owning stock have submitted willingly to the annual 
tax of $2 for the removal of stable accumulations; owners of property have 
promptly installed such other sanitary devices as the ordinance required. 

It is a peculiar situation, in which, the people of Atlanta having obeyed 
the law, the city is now forced to admit its inability, under present condi- 
tions to comply with its part of the contract. 

Due notice of these conditions—a lack: of sufficient equipment and facil- 
ities to handle promptly garbage and other accumulations—was given council 
at Tuesday’s meeting by Chief John Jentzen, of the sanitary department, yet 
that body calmly passed it on to the finance committee without instructions 
as to time of report, which means it will be at least two weeks before action 
will be taken. 

Why could not the finance committee have considered and reported upon 
it then and there and the necessary confirmatory action taken by council 
without further delay? 

Or, in case of such emergency, why should not council have acted. at 
once of its own motion, making at least temporary provision for handling the 
situation until the finance committee made its report? 

Council should have realized the fact that there is only one thing to 


‘tbe done: 


THE CITY MUST MAKE NECESSARY AND PROMPT PROVISION FOR 
THE REMOVAL OF GARBAGE AND OTHER DANGEROUS AND UN- 
HEALTHFUL ACCUMULATIONS, OR THE SITUATION, WILL REVERT 
TO WHAT IT WAS. BEFORE THE CLEAN-BACK-YARDS ORDINANCE 
BECAME EFFECTIVE. 

In the light of this fact it would seem as little as council could do to 
provide temporarily for meeting this emergency, until the finance committee 
has had opportunity to make permanent provision. 

But council did not do this, and until it does the city itself must stand 
in the light of a violator of the law which it seeks ta enforce. 

In the meantime garbage cans of largest size stand full and overflowing; 
in some instances persons have been compelled to dump the overflow into 
uncovered receptacles, creating the very conditions which, by the ordinance, 
it has been sought to avoid. 

Reports of such cases to the sanitary department have elicited the reply 
that the department had more than it could do with the force at its com- 
mand, and that the case would be attended to as soon as possible. | 

The citizen must obey the law or submit to fine in recorder’s court.

The Constitution's White Steamer 
pathfinder, accompanied by a numerous 
escort, will leave Atlanta Saturday 
morning at 7 o'clock to go over the 
routes between Atlanta and Columbus. 

Former Governor Joseph M. Terrell, 
whose home is in Meriwether county, 
where lies a large part of the road 
to be traversed, and other well-known 
citizens will be The Constitution's 
gfuests on this trip. 

In the party will C. H. Johnson, 
a well-known Atlanta, who has trav- 
eled the route several times and knows 
the roads thoroughly.

BANKER MORSE 
LEAVES TOMBS 


Bond for $125,000 Signed 
by 20 Friends. 


New York, June 16—Charles W. 
Morse, convicted banker, was released 
on bail today pending the taking up 
of his appeal in the United States court 
of appeals next October. For nearly 
four months Morse will be free to go 
and come as he pleases. At the end 
of that time the court of appeals will 
either order a_ new trial or affirm the 
sentence of fifteen years’ imprison- 
ment, imposed on the former ice king 
in November of last year. 

The bail bond for $125,000 was sign- 
ed late this afternoon by twenty 
wealthy friends of Morse, who vol- 
unteered this service several months 
ago, and Morse quit the custody of 
the United States marshal shortly be- 
fore 6 o'clock. 

“IT am very glad for this,’ he said to 
the little group of friends who gath- 
ered about him in the federal build- 
ing to offer their congratulations. 
“And now I have a busy four months 
before me. I am goirig straight to 
my home and take care of myself and 
my wife. There is a little planning to 
be done, and we expect to go to the 
country for a short time, until I can 
think it all out. Then I shall get back 
here and climb into the harness to pull 
all the tangled threads together 
again.” 

Mrs. Morse was with her husband in 
the Tombs when the news was received 
there, and she spent one of the busiest 
afternoons of her life marshaling her 
husband's friends and obtaining their 
signatures to the necessary papers in 
time to bring about His release before 
sunset. When the last signature was 


approved by the court, she smilingly 
conducted an impromptu reception in 
the federal building, receiving with her 
husband the congratulations of many 
friends. 

The signers included Frank A. Mun- 
sey, Augustus Van Wyck, John DD. 
Crimmins, Oakleigh Thorne and other 
prominent New York bankers and bus- 
iness men. 

Morse ‘was convicted of having mis- 
appropriated the funds of his former 
chief bank, the National Bank of North 
America, in financial operations which 
led to his being thrown into bank- 
ruptcy early in 190s. He was sen- 
tenced to fifteen years in the federal 
prison at Atlanta, Ga. Since this con- 
viction he has been in the Tombs. At- 
tempts to have him admitted to bail 
have extended over a period of seven 
months.

COTTON BECAME WEAK 
IN THE LATE TRADING 


Market Was Firm in the Earl; 
rading and Made New — 
High Marks. . 


New York, June 16.—After early 
firmness and new high marks for 
the late positions, the cotton market 
weakened in the late trading with the 
close steady, net 2 points lower to 3 
points higher. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 3 to 6 points, in response to 
better cables than expected. Excel- 
lent weather conditions caused rvaliz- 
ing and offerings were very heavy 
around 10.95 for October. For a time 
this held the upward movement in 
cueck, but the cotton graduaily ab- 
sorbed by increased commission buy- 
ing, bull support and covering, which 
was probably the result of bullish 
spot market advances and expecta- 
tions of a bullish private crop report 
at 1 o’clock. Before this report was 
issued, the market had sold up to 10.8 
for October and 11.04 tor WVecember, 
or 9 to 10 points net higher, and ut the 
highest prices reached this season for 
December and later positions. The ex- 
pected crop report made the condition 
as of June 31, 79.4 per cent, against 
the government's report of 831.1 per 
cent, as of May 25, the deterioration 
being attributed to excessive moisture, 
particularly in the central beit.- It 
seemed, however, that this report had 
been discounted by the previous, ad- 
vanee, and during the last hour real- 
izing Oecame general with prices 
reacning the lowest level of,the day. 
The close was only a point or two up 
from the bottom. Southern spot mar- 
kets officially reported early were un- 
changed to ‘sc nigher. Receipts are 
running mucn smaiier, and many re- 
ports are being. received indicating 
that the amount of unsoid cotton in 
the south is now very small.

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UNITED STATES STEEL 
CENTER OF ACTIVITY 


Operators Discuss the 
Refusal of France to List 
Stock on Bourse. 


New York, June 16.—The unsettle- 
ment in the stock market, which start- 
ed yesterday, proceeded to such &@ 
length today as to bring out forcible 
measures for the protection of prices 
from great banking interests and 
others interested in maintaining values. 
United States Steel was the center 
of the disturbance an@ activity in deal- 
ings. Reports from Paris over night 
seemed to confirm the rumor, current 
for several days, that the effort to se- 
cure the admission of United States 
Steel to the Paris bourse had failed, 
through the refusal of the government 
official, whose consent is necessary. 
The disturbing effect of this report 
and the' acute weakness of United 
States Steel particularly was contested 
by powerful buying orders for the 
stock designed to support the price, 
and by renewed assurances from 
P. Morgan & Co. of their confidence 
that the plan for introducing United 
States Steel to the Paris bourse, while 
delayed and encountering some oppo- 
sition, would be carried out. The great 
stress which has been laid on this 
project, in connection with the specu- 
lation in United States Steel, left no 
room for escape from an unfavorable 
effect from the reported defeat of the 
plan, whatever may be the actual bear- 
ing on the prospective value of the 
United States Steel shares. The open 
pressure on these shares forced them 
down to 65%, which is 1% lower than 
yesterday's closing price, and 4 points 
below the high level touched on Mon- 
day. The effect was not confined to 
that stock, the whole list showing 
sharp declines during the morning, 
and being subjected to pronounced 
pressure of liquidation: The profes- 
sional bear organization, which came 
into prominence yesterday, was active 
again. Large liquidation was forced 
upon the market by the mere fall in 
prices, which induced speculative hold- 
ers to throw over stocks to save profits 
or to limif€ losses. The bears continued 
to force the decline so long as this 
condition continued. The support 
which checked the decline in itself put 
a stop to much of the selling, and the 
scramble of the bears to cover aided 
materially in the purpose of those 
seeking to protect prices. The effect 
of the Paris news on steel was en- 
hanced by reports o. a determination 
of tinplate workers with the corpora- 
tion to strike. The expected message 
of President Taft, which proved to 
have been quite accurately outlined in 
the news, was dwelt on by some of 
the sellers of stocks as a possible open- 
ing for a-renewed agitation in con- 
gress on the whole subject of corpora- 
tion control. The proposed 2 per cent 
tax on net earnfngs of corporations, 
and the récommendation to submit a 
constitutional amendment permijtting a 
tax on incomes, were not especially 
relished in themselves in the prevailing 
stock market view. Sensitiveness on 
the subject of ¢eorporation pursuit has 
grown keener with the widespread dis- 
cussion given to the affairs of the 
American Sugar Refining Company, in 
connection with its settlement with the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Refining Company. 
There is some apprehension that this 
discussion and agitation may prejudice 
the final settlement of the tariff sched- 
ules. <A decline in copper in London 
and at the New York metal exchange 
were incidents of the day~that worked 
toward depression of speculative sen- 
timent. A good effect was produced 
by the quick sale reported by the pur- 
chasing bankers of the $25,000,000 St. 
Paul debenture bonds. A spurt in 
Reading to above 155 was a sustaining 
factor in the late dealings.
